_ In return, the United Kingdom 
agreed to sell 55,100,000 pounds 
of aluminum and 20,000 long 
tons of tin to the United States. 
t(A long ton equals 2240 pounds.) 

The aluminum would come 
from Canada; the tin from Ma- 
laya. 

The agreement resulted from 
conferences between British 
Prime Minister Winston Shurchill 
and President Truman. 

The price of tin was stipulated 
at $1.18 a pound, f.o.b. Singapore.

he deposited the second check in 
a bank for safekeeping. 

Sure enough, Uncle Sam wanted 
his money. So Freeland sent a 
check for $60. 

But the internal revenue office 
at Kalamazoo, Mich., cried “foul.” 
Since he had use of the money,

St. Louis police, at the request 
of state officials, have been check- 
ing a list of 2510 persons whose 
licenses expired in June 1951 and 
were not renewed, but the investi- 
gation has not been‘completed.

Snyder said he had already 
streamlined bureau operations as 
much as he could within the 
framework of present law. : 

Arguing for putting tax collec- 
tors under civil service, Snyder 
said the present system of ap- 
pointment by the President “is an 
archaic one of almost a century’s 
standing.”

Harold E. Stassen 
of Minnesota will put in his bid 
for presidential nominating sup- 
port at a committee dinner to- 
night. 

California’s Gov. Earl Warren

Lodge told National Committee 
members the Republicans cannot 
win in November unless they at- 
tract some Democratic votes. He 
said Eisenhower would do that. 

Lodge has predicted the gen- 
eral, commander of North Atlan- 
tic Treaty Organization forces in 
Europe, will be able to take off

the July convention. Eisenhower 
Baid recently he is a Republican 
and would accept the party’s 
nomination but would not join in 
pre-convention campaigning. 

_It was disclosed in this connec- 
tion that the general had told his 
supporters 30 days ago he would 
fot speak out on his political 
affiliations or intentions while in 
uniform, but had changed his 
mind and made his recent state- 
ment. 

Terms General Popular Choice. 

Lodge told the Republicans he 
could not speak for Eisenhower, 
but he pictured the general as the 
popular choice to “throw the ras- 
cals out” of Washington. 

“Thieving tax collectors, influ- 
ence peddlers and mink coaters 
have awakened Americans to the 
need for drastic action on the na- 
tional scene,” he declared. 

Lodge asserted the Truman Ad- 
ministration should have got a 
vote from Congress before Amer- 
fcan entry into the Korean war. 
He also declared the Administra- 
tion failed to order full mobiliza- 
tion of industry and manpower 
after the war started. 

He replied to critics’ assertions. 
that Eisenhower is in no position 
to attack Administration foreign 
policies by. saying: If ‘the gen- 
eral’s advice had been followed 
at Potsdam, “China could have 
been saved.” 

He said Eisenhower advised 
against attempts to bring the Rus- 
sians into the Pacific war. The 
concessions made to the Russians 
in Asia to obtain their entry into 
the Pacific fighting were made 
at Yalta, which preceded the 
Potsdam conference. 

Lodge pictured Eisenhower as 
“following the road which is 
somewhere between the unfet- 
tered power of concentrated 
wealth and unbridled power of 
statism or partisan interests” on 
domestic policies. 

But he said “the organizing of 
a durable peace is the prime chal- 
lenge confronting America, and 
Dwight Eisenhower is the leader 
to meet the challenge.”

Stark, who served as Governor 
from 1937 to 1941, rose to na- 
tional prominence by his success- 
ful fight against Tom Pender- 
gast’s powerful political machine. 
Although the Kansas City boss 
supported Stark for Governor in 
1936, Stark denounced the Demo- 
cratic machine as a “plunder- 
bund” and fought it tooth and 
nail. 

He dealt machine Democrats 
another blow in 1941 when he 
fought the attempt to steal the 
governorship from Republican 
Forrest C. Donnell. When the 
Legislature refused to seat Don- 
nell, voting instead to keep Stark 
in office until a Democrat-con- 
trolled committee could “investi- 
gate” Donnell’s slim election ma- 
jority of 3613 votes, Stark vetoed 
the investigation.

He knew that it 
was an economy-minded, election-year Congress. 

So, as far as he could, he told its members 
what he knew they would like to hear. He tried, 


as far as possible, to avoid playing the suppli- 


cant. He reaffirmed the basic solidarity of Great 
Britain and the United States. ‘But he did not 
make British and American policy dovetail at 
every joint. 

His treatment of China is a case in point. Mr. 


_ Churchill complimented the United States on 


preventing the invasion of Formosa. And he gave 
generous credit for the American effort in Ko- 
rea. He vowed continued British resistance to 
Communist machinations, all issuing from one 
center, the Kremlin. But he did not. withdraw 
British recognition of Red China. 

e - + - 

Mr. Churchill applied roughly the same for- 
mula to Europe. He stressed his early advocacy 
of a United Europe and an integrated European 
army. He promised that the British army would 
stand at the side of such a continental army. But 
he made no concessions to those Americans who 
have been arguing for more direct British par- 
ticipation in an integrated Europe. For the Brit- 
ish, the answer remains not federation, but a 
grand alliance. 

In the Middle East, Mr. Churchill put Britain 
solidly on the side of international peace as 
against the preservation of imperial positions. 
He came close to making a specific request when 
he argued that flags and troops of other nations, 
if stationed along the canal, would be a “‘symbol 
of the unity of purpose which inspires us.” 

In terms of that unity, he warned against a 
Korean truce which would only free Communist 
forces for action elsewhere in Asia. He stressed 
the importance of..strong military forces and 
urged the United States not to give up its atomic 
weapons as a deterrent to war. And he cited 
Britain’s current economic plight as a measure 
of her contributions to united action for peace. 

In this connection, Mr. Churchill made it most 
obvious that further American help would be 
appreciated. He said that he asked not for gold, 
but tor steel. In the final balance, one is as 
heavy as the other. But he left it for Congress 
to judge “to what extent United States interests 
are involved, and whether you aid us much or 
little.” 

. * 

Mr. Churchill's speech may be regarded as a 
reflection of his conversations with President 
Truman. The British Prime Minister came to 
Washington at a time of crisis in Britain, but at 
a rather inopportune time in the American po- 
litical cycle. He knew this, so he said in advance 
that he was coming not to ask help, but rather 
to renew the warmth of British-American rela- 
tions. | 

All the same, London is disappointed by the 
results of his mission as these were reflected 
in the statement on his conversations with the 
President. The feeling is that relations between 
the two countries are just about what they were 
before Mr. Churchill embarked on the Queen 
Mary. 

That seems to be about the size of it. Rela- 
tively minor issues were discussed. For example: 
the conditions under which British air bases 
might be used to launch an atomic attack, the 
command of the North Atlantic naval forces, and 
the British-American rifle dispute. Even some of 
these were not settled. And such major questions 
as how Britain is to achieve full economic re- 
covery were gingerly skirted or not even dis- 
cussed. 

Still the Churchill visit was not fruitless. 
The United States is better informed on Great 
Britain’s position. There remain the patience 
and the hope of which the Prime Minister spoke. 
Above all, there is the basic solidarity of the 
English-speaking nations, still the strong bastion 
of the free world.

Public Service’s 10 Points 


In preparing a 10-point transit plan, Public 
Service Co, offers little that is new except a dif- 
ferent method for figuring fares. Even this would 
not make much difference in the jingle of the 
fare box. 

Mayor Darst says the proposed “service at 
cost” idea for regulating fares means giving the 
company a guaranteed income. Actually the com- 
pany is already guaranteed a reasonable income 
under present state regulatory methods. When 
the income has seemed unreasonable the fares 
have gone up. So a change in method would not 
change the results very much. : 

But the company plan does contain two broad 
proposals which must be dealt with, if the area 
ever expects to get better transit service, and 
even if it eventually turns to public ownership. 


One proposal is to clear up traffic congestion 
which makes rapid transit impossible, especially 
during rush hours. And it abviously makes no 
difference on a crowded street whether a bus is 
owned publicly or privately. 

The second proposal concerns tax abatement. 
Heavy local taxes are a major coat item in, the 
transit operation, and some abatement may be 
necessary to pay for improved service. The 
question here is whether the community wants 
to pay indirect subsidies to a private profit- 
making company. 

In any event, the traffic problem and the tax 
problem are part and parcel of the transit prob- 
lem. Both must be solved before St. Louis can ex- 
pect any major improvements in transportation. 
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Appointment in Malaya 
A vexing and difficult task faces Gen. Sir 
Gerald Templer, the young and determined 
British general officer who is being rushed to 
succeed the murdered Sir Henry Gurney as 
high commissioner in Malaya. 


That task is to crush the hard core of fewer 
than 5000 Communist terrorists who have tied 
down large numbers of British troops, disrupted 
rubber production in some sectors and made 
life for the white planter a risky game. This 
has been the forgotten war, a grueling campaign 
in the jungle against an enemy hard to find 
and harder to catch. 

But perhaps the most disheartening facet of 
Sir Gerald's new assignment Jies in the outlook 
of the civilian population. The terrorists, led 
by Chinese Communists who were decorated by 
the British for. guerrilla activities against the 
Japanese in World War II, are said to enjoy the 
active assistance of perhaps 10,000 civilians and 
the sympathy of about 100,000 others. 

In addition, as the New Statesman and Nation 
reports from London, “the masses of people who 
either support the guerrillas, or do not actively 


, resist them are men and women—Chinese, Ma- 


lays and Indians—who have been swept into 
the stream of Asian nationalism.”

tion whether these could have been a factor in 
‘his decision to retire from public life. | 


Mr. Symington called for a “clear and positive . 


foreign policy” as the basis of long-term mili- 
tary and resource planning,'and this implies that 
in his judgment the nation did not have such a 
clear’ and positive policy when he left NSRB 
nine months ago. 

Has the situation changed since? And if net; 
what is being done. to change it? 

Mr. Symington said that without such a ale 
base “the resultant waste in men, money and 
time is incalculable.” This implies that in his 
judgment the nation ‘was incurring incalculable 
waste nine months ago. What has been done since 
then to avert the costly squandering of resources 
against which he warned? 

Mr. Symington called for reorganization of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff and the Munitions 
Board, giving more authority to the chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs, now voteless, and to the civil- 
ian chairman of the Board. His recommendations 
are strongly persuasive, and the fact that they 
have been ignored is disquieting. 

If the JCS chairman should have a vote in 
order to reconcile conflicting service claims on 
resources, then it follows that the present form 
of organization is costing the nation “needless 
billions.” 

If the Munitions Board chairman needs a 
stronger voice in order to interpret military 
requirements accurately to mobilization agencies, 
then it follows that as of now Mr. Symington 
believes those requirements are not being so 
interpreted. ' 

Finally it is appalling to learn at this late 
date that as chairman of the National Security 


Resources Board Mr. Symington was unable to ° 


get from the military departments adequate 
information for planning the wise use and. mo- 
bilization of our resources. 

What Mr. Symington's report suggests is that 
defense planning has been helter-skelter, unco- 
ordinated and competitive, based on neither a 
positive long-range policy nor a clear-eyed ap- 
praisal of tle resources it is steadily depleting. 

That is a grave indictment which deserves 
the serious study of Congress.

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No Place for Warfare 


Whenever there is a personal injury damage 
suit in St. Louis there are lawyers on both 
sides. Counsel represents the plaintiff who 
seeks judgment. Other counsel represents the 
defendants who seek to have the suit either re- 
jected or disposed of on the most favorable 
terms possible—from the standpoint of the 
defendants. 

Any wholesale indictment of the legal pro- 
fession in St. Louis for racketeering in personal 


injury suits is therefore foolish. That too many 


members of the bar offend may well be true. 
There are at the same time many lawyers in 
the community who stand above this sort of 
business. 

The Chamber of Commerce of Metropolitan 
St. Louis should have expected the Bar Asso- 
ciation to hit back after the manner and nature 
of the criticism of the profession in St. Louis. 
Certainly the complaint could have been handled 
in a way more calculated to produce co-opera- 
tion. 

The course for the Bar Association, under its 
president, William E. Buder, 1s to see how 
much truth there is in the complaints and to 
act accordingly. Co-operation now can leave 
the Chamber’s preposed aniti-racketeering bu- 
reau with little or nothing to do.

‘A Questionable County Move 

Supervisor Luman F. Matthews and three 
members of the St. Louis County Council owe 
the voters an explanation of their decision to 
transfer plumbing inspection from the Health 
Department to the newly organized Department 
of Public Works. 

Under the county charter, now a year old, the 
Health Department operates on the merit sys- 
tem and the new Public Works Department does 


not. That is reason enough for questioning a - 


transfer of plumbing inspection. The merit sys- 
tem is small enough in scope as the charter 
stands, and this new step looks like an attempt 
to whittle it down still further. 

There are other strong reasons for questioning 
the decision. Under FHA and Veterans Admin- 
istration regulations, homes financed by those 
agencies must have their plumbing inspected by 
the Health Department. All homes in rural areas 
must undergo a sanitary inspection by the Health 
Department. Requiring a separate plumbing in- 
spection by the Department of Public Works 
seems to be the sure way to saddle the county 
with costly duplication of effort. 

Two impartial agencies with no ax to grind— 
the Social Planning Council and the Advisory 
Board of Health and Hospitals—strongly urged 
the County Council to retain plumbing inspec- 
tion in the Health Department. Why were the 
recommendations of these* agencies overridden 
by Mr. Matthews and Councilmen Charles Skow, 
Frank Martini and Thomas Dunne? Why was 
the protest of the League of Women Voters 
ignored? ! 

Mr. Matthews and the councilmen who sup- 
ported him have some explaining to do. Coun- 
cilmen James A. Singer, Harold Carey. and 


James McNary desérve credit for opposing this 


move. Since it was put across by the technicality 
of a tle vote, the decision ought to be recon-

Guest Lecturer Program Procedures 
1. Purpose 
The purpose of this regulation is to 
establish procedures for implementing the 
guest lecturer program and to fix respon- 
sibility for the pay, protocol, publicity, 
etc., involved. 


2. General 
The Commandant will appoint one (1) 
officer who will be responsible for over-all 
supervision of this program. This officer 
will co-ordinate all activites involved in 

this program. 


3. Responsibilities 


a. The officer responsible for over-all 
supervision of this program is charged 
with the following: 

(1) He will write informal letter to 
the individual selected as guest 
lecturer. This letter will only 
“sound out’ the individual as to 
his willingness to lecture and es- 
tablish a mutually convenient date. 
After agreement, he will prepare 
a formal letter of invitation to be 
signed by the Commandant and 
determine honorarium. He will 
notify the School Secretary of the 
proposed lecture. 

He wiil determine the desires of 
the Commandant as to whether 
the lecture will be held during 
the date and be limited to the 
staff and faculty or be held in the 
evening at the Officers’ Club for 
the staff and their ladies. 

He will notify the P&C Officer of 
the name and date of arrival of 
the guest lecturer. The P&C Of- 
ficer will then arrange for neces- 
sary payment and authorization 
for commercial transportation if 
indicated. 

He will notify the Instructional 
Aids Officer of the time and place 
of the lecture. 

He will notify the PIO Officer of 
the name, date of arrival and 
background of the guest lecturer. 
He will notify the Protocol Officer 
of the name of the guest lecturer, 
date, place and time of arrival and 
departure, and the name of the 
Host Officer. 

He will insure that notices are 
placed in the Daily Bulletin and 
prepare stencils for mail box no- 
tices, if indicated. 

In conjunction with the Deputy 
Commandant, he will appoint a 
Host Officer. 

Upon completion of the lecture he 
will prepare a letter of apprecia- 
tion for signature of the Com- 
mandant. 

b. The School Secretary will prepare 
a purchase request to’ pay the necessary 
honorarium to the guest lecturer.

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A Pump for Our Economy 
From The Des Moines Register 


The National Planning Association is 
concerned that our vast rearmament pro- 
gram be carried through “with as few as 
possible disturbing and distorting effects 
on our own economy and on other coun- 
tries of the free world.” 

A year ago this private non-profit re- 
search organization asked that a “highly 
qualified civilian body be established as a 
regular agency of government for specific 
investigation of defense expenditures.” 
Now it repeats this recommendation. 

In describing the need for a continuing 


‘check on military spending, N.P.A. cites 


the shortcomings in armaments revealed 
the Korean war. It points to the dis-

‘suption of world markets and the harmful 


effects on our European allies of our huge 
raw material purchases after Korea. It 
believes the distortions of our own econ- 
omy—sudden shifts in farm prices, large- 
scale movements of labor, and costly 
reconversion of plants could be reduced 


‘by wiser planning. 


There is ample evidence that our mili- 
tary spending has been helter-skelter, with 
little consideration of its impacts on the 
civilian economy. And as N.P.A. points 
out, “Military spending is no longer & 
marginal influence on the economy. It 
is a central one.” 

This is one of the top issues of our 
times. Congress should give it thorough 
and early consideration.

CARAVAN: THE STORY OF THE MIDDLE EAST, by 
Cerieton S. Coon. (Henry Holt & Co., 376 pgs., $5.) 
The news on the front pages makes it__ 

unnecessary to explain why a book about | 

the Middle East should be important now. 

A book at once as fascinating and as au- 

thoritative as “Caravan” would need no 

explanation at any time. Its author, who 
has conducted a number of archeological ' 
expeditions in Asia and Africa, knows the™ 

Middle East as few other Americans do. 
The area that Prof. Coon deals with 

sweeps almost 5000 miles from the Atlan- 

tic coast of Morocco to the mountains of 

Pakistan. It is an area rich in contrasts, 

from mountains to deserts to seacoasts, 

from the pushing modernity of Cairo and 

Tehran to the changelessness of Yemenite 

villages, from wealthy sheiks and mer- 

chants to poor craftsmen plying their 
hereditary trades, from the gentle peasants 
of Khorassan to the haughty Bedouin, still 
clinging to their ancient, aristocratic mode 
of life. To a thoroughly subdued Western- 
er, one of the most 

interesting contrasts 

is that between the 

Bled el-Makhzin, the 
land some govern.

His accounts, 
whether of the spring migration of a mourn 
tain tribe in Afghanistan or of the indus- 
trial methods of the tanners of Morocco 
leather, are based on specific studies of the 
people described. For all its excellences, 
however, the book fails to show us why 
the Middle East has lately become a series 
of seething volcanoes. That objective has 
been better achieved by Justice Dougias’ 
less scholarly but more humane approach, 
in “Strange Lamds and Friendly People.” 

The reader who wants a sound and up- 
to-date introduction to the Middle East and 
its problems will do well to take Coon and 
Douglas in equal doses.

NEW YORK, Jan. 18 (UP)—The fight mob realized today that 
Chairman Robert K. Christenberry of the New York State Athletic 
Commission was sucha tough man he would either clean up boxing 
or seek to have it outlawed in New York. 


Loudly and grimly the chair- 
man issued that warning last 
night at the annual dinner of the 
Boxing Writers’ Association in the 
Waldorf-Astoria, 

Christenberry, who was ap- 
pointed chairman in September, 
said it was his opinion “now” that 
there are a lot of decent people in 
the fight game—that they are not 
all “criminals, hoodlums and 
scum.” 

He said, “It would seem there 
is nothing to prevent our driving 
out the esirables.” 

But then he startled the more 
than 400 listeners by adding: 
“However, if I find I’m wrong—if 
I find there are more criminals, 
hoodlums. and scum in _ boxing 
than there are decent people; and 
if I find I can’t guide out of box- 
ing all those undesirables, then 
rll resign and do everything 


within. my power to have boxing 
abolished in this state.” 


Dr. Mal Stevens, new chairman 
of the medical advisory board to 
the boxing commission, said his 
board had suggested a plan for 
eliminating the mentally unfit 
from the ring.

Krasker that it stands on its own as a gripping drama of char- 
acter conflict. Miss Davis's scenery chewing has all its old harsh 
and realistic power, and her force is well matched by her real- 
life husband, Merrill. William’s unctuous performance is 
also quite an achievement in subtle repulsiveness. The film 
was made in England, and the brooding atmosphere of the 
moors and of the dank stone house in which the authoress 
lives is very effective indeed. The whole thing evokes a 
favorable comparison with the Maughan drama, “The Letter,” 
which it slightly resembles and in which Miss Davis also 
starred on the screen. 


Tin-Pan Alley Schmalz 


The latest of the long series of popular song-writers to 
receive the accolade of Hollywood immortality in the form of 
a life story is Gus Kahn, the lyricist, who collaborated with 
Walter Donaldson, among others, on dozens of hit Tin Pan 

Alley tunes and movie musicals, and died in 
1941. Kahn and his wife are portrayed by 
Danny Thomas and Doris Day in “’LL SEE 
YOU IN MY DREAMS,” at the FOX. I doubt 
if it is any more accurate as to detail than 
any other movie about tunesmiths—Variety 
reports it might cause a few lifted eyebrows 
among those who knew Kahn—but if you 
like sentiment laid on thick, and grow nostalgic over tunes 
of two and three decades ago, you'll probably find it agreeable. 
Me, I found the syrup a bit too thick to swallow at times, but 
on the whole it’s entertaining. 

Thomas, long one of the top night club comedians, has 
his biggest film role to date and shows himself again a master 
of schmaltz. He’s a bit too pat with his catch-in-the-throat 
style for real pathos, and relies too much on character gim- 
micks like chain smoking of cigars, but he does make the 
song writer a sympathetic fellow, who resembles Danny Thomas 
much more than anyone else. 

As Kahn, Danny is just a simple, golden-hearted, old-shoe 
sort of guy, who is inarticulate at making love and lets his 
song lyrics speak for him, really loves his wife but thinks her 
too bossy, resists the blandishments of a stately~ Ziegfeld 
beauty (Patrice Wymore), and only separates from his wife 
because she unfeelingly persists in getting him a Hollywood 
job when he’s down and out. It’s slick sentiment right down 
to the hearts-and-flowers finish with a reconciliation, a come- 
back and a testimonial dinner for Kahn. Donaldson, played 
by Frank Lovejoy, is not drawn in quite such rosy hues— 
they show him as a hard-drinking playboy who likes to do his. 
work at the racetracks—but then, it’s not HIS life story, is it? 


Among the minor irritants in the film are the treatment 
of Kahn’s sometimes catchy, sometimes merely banal words 
as awe-inspiring as a Shakespeare sonnet, and the portrayal 
of John McCormack by someone who sounds closer to a side- 
street night club tenor than to McCormack. But it’s nice to hear 
some of the songs again, and it’s a different musical at least 
in that it tries to concentrate on people rather than on mas- 
sive but empty Technicolor production numbers. 


Innocuous But Unfunny 


“WEEK END WITH FATHER” at the MISSOURI is the sort 
of little comedy which we customarily describe as harmless. 
But on the other hand, it doesn’t do much good either in the 
way of arousing therapeutic laughter. It’s so patently syn- 

thetic, predictable, and formula-bound that, 
given the premise, you can close your eyes 

and reel off the developments by rote. 
Van Heflin, a widower, who is father 
of two little girls, and Patricia Neal, a 
widow who is mother of two little boys, 
meet when they send the children to a sum- 
| mer camp. Widower and widow fall in love, 
and break it to the kiddies, who of course do everything 
they can in turn to break up the marriage. Complications:

OW we come to that part of 

Missouri which the — world 

knows best: Boys Trom Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand have read 
about it in the pages of Mark 
Twain as they sailed the seven 
seas. Through long winter nights 
men and women of Russia have 
found out aboug it from well- 
worn translations of the steam- 
boat pilot who turned man of 
letters. Roughly -it is the north- 
east quarter of the state—bounded 
on two sides by the great rivers 
on which we oriented Missouri at 
the very outset. It is the land of 
Tom Sawyer and Huckleberry 
Finn, and a quarter century be- 
fore that pair of lovable urchins, 
the last stamping ground of the 
trail-blazer, Daniel Boone. 

Here lies an area of productive 
farms, curving, shaded streams, 
clean villages and substantial 
towns with solid traditions. When 
we leave Jefferson City and cross 
the Missouri we are confronted 
with a choice of educational insti- 
tutions as well as highways. If we 
take the fork to the west we are 
quickly at Columbia, seat of 
Boone county and home of the 
University of Missouri, pioneer 
state university west of the Mis- 
sissippi, whose first building was 
started in 1840, Old Mizzou is its 
nickname and its School of Jour- 
nalism has drawn students from 


.over the world and has sent grad- 


uates wherever news is to be 
gathered. Columbia is a place with 


a zest for college life, for, in ad- 


dition to the state university, it 
is also the home of Stephens Col- 
lege and Christian College, where 
girls have gone to school for a 
couple of generations. Too, it is 
the headquarters of the State 
Historical Society of Missouri. 

This society, which has had the 
largest membership of any state 
historical society in the country, 
is distinct from the Missouri His- 
torical Society, in the Jefferson 
Memorial, St. Louis which is a 
repository of the fur trade rec- 
ords, early territorial documents, 
valuable manuscripts collections, 
and the trophies presented to Col. 
Lindbergh. 

The area around Columbia has 
prided itself for many years on 
Boone county hams, and there 
are those today dedicated to the 
preservation of this rare meat and 
its falvorsome gravy. Ham break- 
fasts have been a ritual of the 
countryside.

F WE take the road to the right 
| at our fork across from Jeffer- 

son City, we cut diagonally 
through the hilly Kingdom of 
Callaway and its walnut, oak and 
ash timber to Fulton. At Fulton, 
Callaway county’s courthouse is 
surrounded by a typfcal Middle 
‘Western county seat square. The 
town goes back to 1825 and was 
first named Volney for a French 
scientist, but the spirit of nation- 
alism raised itself and, within two 
months the name was changed to 
honor the American inventor. 

Fulton’s state welfare institu- 
tions, which include a school for 
the deaf, were the first west of 
the Mississippi. Its Westminster 
College, chartered in 1851 will 
never forget the day of fame it 
had nearly a century later. For 
it was there that Churchill 
stood, March 5, 1946, and made 
his world-stirring address about 
the Soviet’s Iron Curtain across 
Europe. Westminster’s neigh- 
bor, William Woods, a junior col- 
lege for girls, has had no such 
bow in the limelight, but it pos- 
sesses art collections including 
Mexican paintings which are re- 
markable for a small college. 

Northward stretches much of 
Missouri’s richest cropland, coun- 
try akin to the corn prairies of 
Iowa and TIllinois. Scattered 
through these fields of grain and 
bluegrass pasture are a dozen and 
more of Missouri's best towns. We 
cannot visit them all, but we can 
make short stops in several 
which suggest the character of 
the region and its people. 

Mexico has been from its early 
days a good place to go to eat 
cornbread and to see beautiful 
horses. Love of saddle horses is 
a tradition. One of its stables goes 
back to the 1890s and the Colum- 
bian Exposition in Chicago at 
which a Mexico saddle gelding, 
Mascot, stepped away with high- 
est honors. Paris, too, is in horse 
raising coyntry, but it became 
known far and wide as the home 
of the Paris Merc in which

once presided. This “Mother of 
Counties,” in the heart of Mis- 
souri’s. “Little Dixie,” was the 
home of eight of the state’s first 
15 governors. Centralia is a re- 
minder of how fiercely Missouri 
was fought over in the Civil War, 
for here a band of Bill Anderson's 
Southern guerrillas attacked and 
plundered in 1864. Here the bush- 
wackers lined up and shot to 
death Union soldiers taken from 
a train which they set on fire. 
Outside Centralia, a Federal force 
attempted to subdue the outlaw 
band only to be trapped and cut 
to’ pieces. The region’s ties with 
the Atlantic seaboard are sug- 
gested by Macon, “City of the 
Maples” which was named for 
Nathaniel Macon, a North Caro- 
lina Revolutionary soldier. _ 
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IRKSVILLE had its Civil War 

battle in 1862, when a Union 

force put a Confederate en- 
campment to rout. But Kirksville 
is better placed through two men 
who extended its name far beyond 
Missouri. John R. Kirk, for 26 
years president of the Northeast 
Missouri State Teachers College, 
advocated the consolidated school 
long before its adoption. Dr. An- 
drew Taylor Still developed Os- 
teopathy and founded the Kirks- 
ville College of Osteopathy in 
1892 to teach his theory of heal- 
ing. Dr. Still’s birthplace was 
Jonesboro, Va., but the log cabin 
in which he was born was trans- 
ported to Kirksville and stands in 
a park adjacent to his osteopathic 
school. Kahoka, whose name 
comes from the Gawakie Indians, 
was a hangout of marauders and 
thieves against whom a celebrated 
Anti-Horse Thief Association was 
formed in 1854. 


But it is time to hunt up one 
of the smallest villages in the 
whole state, Florida, in Monroe 
county, and pay it homage due. 
Here storekeeper and farmer 
James Quarles lived in 1835 and 
to the cluster of log cabins he 
invited a family of Tennessee rel- 
atives, the John Marshall Clem- 
enses. The kinfolk came and at 
Thanksgiving time that year a 
son was born into the new home 
and named Samuel Langhorne. 
He soon joined older children in 
gathering berries and nuts from 
the fields and woods which lay 
beyond the rail fences. So fond 
was he of good-natured Uncle 
James that after the family 
moved to Hannibal he returned 
for summers on the Quarles farm. 
The boy grew up to be Mark 
Twain and the affectionate uncle 
was the prototype of Col. Mul- 
berry Sellers in “The Gilded 
Age.”

ist was born. It is a museum of 
simple frontier furniture such as 
the Clemens family used.

Here were the fascinating steam- 
boats from St. Louis and Keokuk. 
Here the cave and the cemetery 
which would be scenes in “Tom 
Sawyer”’—and the print shop 
which took the place of school. 
The Mark Twain home, a simple 
two-story, white frame house, 
even with the sidewalk, is typical 
of Missouri houses of the 1840s. 
By the dwelling is a fence simi- 
lar to that of the white-washing 
episode, adjacent to a stone mu- 
seum with Mark Twain trophies, 
pictures and souvenirs, including 
the red academic gown awarded 


with an honorary doctorate at - 


Oxford. The two houses in which 
Laura Hawkins (Becky Thatcher) 
lived also are preserved and a 
tablet marks the site of the old 
cottage of Tom Blankenship, the 
original Huckleberry Finn. But 
Hannibal, too, led to a still larger 
world. Sam Clemens took to the 
pilot’s wheel and from his days 
and nights on the Great River he 
drew an American classic, “Life 
on the Mississippi.” 

St. Charles was Missouri's first 
capital and the modest building 
in which the Assembly applied in 
1821 for admission to the Union 
stands little noticed in the center 
of town. Tight, compact brick 
houses, with garden space to the 
rear, testify to the German im- 
migration. On the bluff, Linden- 
wood College, for girfs, dates it- 
self to 1827, 


Up the Missouri from _  S&t. 
Charles lies the country to which 
Daniel Boone came in 1799 with 


‘his wife and their younger chil-
